C . A . Walsh, who is secretary 


of the 
democratic national com­ 


mittee, was unanimously selected 


as the 
temporary 
secretary, 
but 


Gov. Thomas was elected tempo­ 


rary chairman by the narrow mar­ 


gin of tw o votes over Mayor D. A . 


Rose, of Milwaukee. 
N o other names were considered 


b y the national committee. 
The 


vote stood twenty-four for Thomas 


to twenty-two for Rose. 
B y a unanimous 
vote 
the 
na­ 


tional 
committee 
decided 
this 


morning that the delegation from 


Montana, headed by W . A . Clark, 


the 
multi-millionaire, 
should 
be 


placed upon the temporary roll of 


the convention. 
T h e discussions and conferences 


of the past two days have made it 


plain that the democracy will take 


no backward step on any 
issue. 


T h e platform will declare for free 


coinage of gold and silver at the 


ratio of J16 to I as plainly as did 


the Chicago platform; it w ill de­ 


clare again for an income tax and 


against the encroachment of the 


federal judiciary upon the rights 


of the citizen ; it will also declare 


against imperialiim and will de­ 


nounce the present national admin­ 


istration for its violation 
of the 


principles of the federal constitu- 


tion. 
It will be a declaration of 


principles worthy to be made on 


the Fourth of July and a compan­ 


ion piece to the 
Declaration 
of 


Independence. 


A m o n g the delegates and party 


leaders from all 
sections 
of the 


union the sentiment is unanimous 


in favor of beginning the new cen­ 


tury by a return to the principles 


which were the basis of our free 


republic. 


There has been some difference 


of opinion as to the phraseology 


to be used 
and the 
relative im­ 


portance of 
the 
issues, 
but 
all 


agree that the platform should be 


worthy of Mr. Bryan, and, while 


there is 
no bossism, 
there 
is 
a 


strong inclination to consult the 


wishes of the candidate in regard 


to the platform. 


The vice presidency is still an 


open q uestion. 
There are plenty 


of candidates and many of them 


worthy of the honor, 
but so far

It g ro ws partly by 
dev elo pment fro m within o f the o rig ­ 
inal idea, partly by the inco rpo ratio n 
o f v ario us mo dificatio ns and iippro v ®*. 


ments from withou t. There is prac­ 
tically no su ch thing as finality in in­ 
v ention—no stage at which the in­ 
v entor may fold his hands and say , 
with absolu te certainty : 
“It is fin­ 
ished.” 
The recognition of this tru th has 
been the fou ndation rock u pon which 
the majority of the epoch-making in­ 
v en*" 
^ history hav e been bu ilt 
«/ 
itideed, ev en of the com- 
and implements of life 
hav e more than a faint resemblance 
to the form in w’hich they were orig­ 
inally conceiv ed and fashioned. More 
«/ 
often than not the history of their de- 
v elopnicnt is a story in many chapters 
— a record of patient 
ex periment, 
carefu l reasoning, cou ntless trials^ 
many failu res, a few' su ccesses, and a 
triu mph that came w ith dou ble cer­ 
tainty becau se it came by slow' de­ 
grees. 
Inv ention as a science and art (for 
it inv olv es both know'ledge and prac­ 
tice) is better u nderstood both as to 
its meaning and scope than it was. 
Thanks to the spread of edu cation 
and the more practical spirit of the 
age, the popu lar ideas on the su bject 
are changing for the Letter. 
The 
field of inv ention is ceasing to be re­ 
garded as a kind of idealized Klon­ 
dike or Cape Nome, where the hap­ 
py adv entu rer tu rns u p the miners 
nu gget withou t the hardship and the 
heartbreak of the miner's life. This 
mistaken v iew' w'as, and for that mat­ 
ter is v et, answ erable for a nu mber of 
half-finished bu t inherently v alu able 
inv entions, w'hich, for want of a lit­ 
tle persistence^ hav e notbingto shoAV 
bu t a pigeonholed patent and a ma­ 
chine tl'iat lies neglected in the cellar. 
In thoiraiu ls of siiel'i cases the in-, 
v entor ha? thrown down his tool=. if 
not at the v ery threshold, at least 
within measu rable distance of su c­ 
cess. 
Proof of the irx th of what w'e say 
is to be fou nd in the fact that no soon­ 
er ha- some su ccessfu l inv eiiiioo deiu - 
oiistrated its commercial v alu e than 
a certain nu mber of inv entors—and 
sometimes their name is le<iion—an­ 
nou nce that the dev ice is old. and that 
ten, tw'enty ^ ay e, fifty , y ears ago they 
“inv ented" that identical thing, and 
shou ld, tlierefore. be the recipients of 
its profits. We v entu re to say that, in 
nine cases ou t of ten, these claimants 
are sincere, and that, if asked to, thev 
cou ld produ ce the patent from the 
pigeonliole and gather u p the decay ­ 
ing fragments of the machine from 
the cellar. VCe also v entu re the state­ 
ment that a like proportion of them 
differ from the su ccessfu l inv entor in 
this, that whereas they believ ed that 
thev had reached finality , he did not; 
and by continu ing his efforts u pon the 
lines of ex periment, inv ention and 
design, he carried their cru de or in­ 
complete inv estigations to a su ccess­ 
fu l issu e. 
The records of the patent oifiee 
contain thou sands of half-finished in­ 
v entions which are so far v alu able 
that, if the owners w'ou ld only de­ 
v elop tlicm w'ith a fraction of the zeal 
and intelligence with which they con­ 
du ct the ordinary affairs of life, they 
wou ld richly benefit both themselv es 
and the general pu blic. 
This 
is 
prov ed by the fact that there are not 
a few' inv entors w'ho find it ex ceed­ 
ingly profitable to take u p tlie princi­ 
ples of discarded inv entions, and by 
dev eloping a practical embodiment 
of tlie same giv e them that qommer- 
cial v alu e which by a little patience 
and indu stry might liav e been se­ 
cu red by the original iii’i'cntor.— 
Scientific American.
